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iy A LETTER 


It was upon reading ſome of the abuſive papers lately 
publiſhed; that my great regard to à Perſon, whoſe 
Friendſhip I eſteem as one of the chief honours of my 
| life, and a much greater reſpect to Truth, than to him 
or any man living, engaged me in 9 of which 
the encloſed Notes are the fruit. 

I perceived, that moſt of theſe Aube had been 
(doubtleſs very wiſely) the firſt aggreſſors. They had 
tried, till they were weary what was to be got by rail- 
ing at each other: Nobody was either concerned or 
ſurpriſed, if this or that. ſerĩbbler was proved a dunce. 
But every one was curious to read what could be ſaid 
to prove Mr. Pore one, and was ready to pay ſome- 
thing for ſuch a diſcovery : A ſtratagem, which would 
they fairly own, it might not only reconcile them to 
me, but ſcreen them from the reſentment of their law- 
ful Superiors, whom they daily abuſe, only (as 1 cha- 
, ritably hope) to get that by them, which they cannot 
get /rom them. 

I ſound this was not all: Ill ſucceſs in that had tranſ- 
ported them to perſonal abuſe, either of himſelf, or 
(what I think he could leſs forgive) of his Friends, 
'They had called Men of virtue and honour bad Men, 
long before he had either leiſure or inclination to call 
them bad writers: And ſome had been ſuch old offend - 
ers, that he had quite forgotten their perſons as well 
as their ſlanders, till they were pleaſed to revive them. 
Now what had Mr. Por done before, to incenſe 
them ? He had publiſhed thoſe works which are in the 
hands of every body, in which not the leaſt mention is 
made of any of them. And what has he done ſince ? 
He has laughed, and written the Duxciap. What 
has that ſaid of them ? A very ſerious truth, which the 
Public had faid before, that they were dull: And what 
it had ro ſooner ſaid, but they themſelves were at great

pains to procure; or even purchaſe room in the prints, 
to teſtify under their hands to the truth of. it. Aren 
- I ſhould-flill have been filent, if either T had ſeen 
any inclination in my friend to be ſerious with ſuch 
accuſers, or if they had only meddled with his Wri⸗ 
tings; ſince whoever publiſhes, puts himſelf on his 
trial by his Country. Bat when his Moral character 
was attacked, and in a manner from which neither 
truth nor virtue can ſecure the moſt innocent; in a 
manner, which, though it annihilates the credit of the 
accuſation with the juſt and impartial, yet aggravates 
very much the guilt ofthe accuſers ; I mean by Authors 
avithout names ; then I thought, ſince the danger was 
common to all, the concern ought to be ſo; and that 
it was an act of juſtice to detect the Authors, not only 
on this account, but as many of them are the ſame 
who for ſeveral years paſt have made free with the 
greateſt names in Church and State, expoſed to the 
world the private misfortunes of Families, abuſed all, 
even to women, and whoſe proſtituted papers (for one 
or other Party, in the unhappy diviſions of their Coun. 
try) have inſulted the Fallen, the eren the 
Exiled, and the Dead. 

Beſides this, which I take to be a public concern, I 
have already confeſſed I had a private one. I am one 
of that number who have long loved and eſteemed Mr, 
Porz; and had often declared it was not his capacity 
or writings, (which we ever thought the leaſt valuable 
part of his character,) but the honeſt, open, and bene- 
ficent man, that we moſt eſteemed, and loved in him, 
Now, if what theſe people ſay were believed, I muſt 
appear to all my friends either a fool, or a knave; 
either impoſed on myſelf, or impoſing on them; ſo 
that I am as much intereſted in the confutation of theſe 
calumnies, as he is himſelf, 
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Lam no Author, and conſequently not to be ſuſpect- 
ed either of jealouſy or reſentment againſt any of the 
Men, of whom ſcarce one is known to me by fight ; 
and as for their Writings, I have ſought them (on this 
ono occaſion) in vain, in the eloſets and libraries of all 


my acquaintance, I had ſtill been in the dark, if a 
Gentleman had not procured me (I ſuppoſe from ſome 
of themſelves, for they are generally much more dan- 
gerous friends than enemies) the paſſages I ſend. you. 
I ſolemnly proteſt I have added nothing to the malice 
or abſurdity of them; which it behoves me to declare, 
fince the vouchers themſelves will be ſo ſoon-and ſo 
irrecoverably loſt. ' You may in ſome meaſure prevent 
it, by preſerving at leaſt their Tiles a, and diſcoven- 
ing (as fa as you can depend on the truth of your in- 
formation) the Names ob the cancealed authors. 

The firſt objefiion I have heard made to the Nuem 
3s, that the perſons are too oe for ſatire. The pep- 
ſons themſelves, rathes than allow the objeſtion, would 
forgwe the ſatire; and if one could: be tempaed to ab- 
ford it a. ſerious anſwer, were not all affainates, popu- 
lar inſurrettions, the inſoleuce of the rabble without 


' © doors, and of domeſtics within, moſt wrongfully cha- 


ſtiſed, if the Meannefs of offenders indemaiſed them 
from puniſhment? Qn thecontrazy, Obſcurity renders 
them more dangerous, as leſs thought of : Law can pro- 
nounce judgment only on open fats: Morality alone 
can paſs cenſure on intentions of Miſchief; ſo that for 
ſecret calumay, or the arrow flying in the dark, there 
is no public puniſhment left, but what à good Writer 
inflids. | 


The next objeRion is, that theſs ſaxt of authors ate 
ger.

When id is the ganſequenee of vice, ptodigaltys or 
negls& of one's lawful calling; for then it igersaſes 
the public burden, fills the ſttets and highways with 
Robbers, and the Gatrets with. Clippers, Ceiners, 
and Weekly Joproalifs. 

But admitzing thay two. ot three of whels fend les 
in their morale, than ig 4heir-vritiegs 1 muſt Poverty 
make. nonſeafe ſacred? If ſo, the fame of bad authors 
would be mych. better copſulced than that of all the 
good ppes in the world; and not ang ol an hundred 
had ever been called. hy his ught name.

Is it det pleaſant engugh, to bear our authors gry- 
ing out on the one hand, as if their perſop E cha- 
raQess were 498, ſacred for Giire ; and the Pahlis ob- 
pr ie N the: other, that they Are dd mgan even for 

her Fan " ams be theis cad, it 
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moft be allowed, our author, by and i in this Poem, 
has mercifully given them a little of both. 

There are two or three, who by their rank and for- 
tune have no benefit from the former objections, ſup 
Poling them good, and theſe I was ſorry to fee in ſuch 
company. But if, without any provocation, two or 
three Gentlemen will fall apon one, in an affair where- 
in his* intereſt and reputation are equally embarked 
they cannot certainly,” after they have been content'to 
print themſelves bis enemies, n * deing 122 
into the number of them. 

Others, I am told, pretend to have been once his 
Friends, Surely they are their enemies who ſay fo, 
ſince nothing can be more odious than to treat a friend 
as they have done. But of this I cannot perſuade my- 
ſelf, when I confider the conſtant and eternal averſion 
of all bad writers to a good one. 

Such as claim a merit from being his Admirers, 1 
would gladly aſk, if it lays him under a perſonal ob- 
ligation ? At that rate he would be the moſt obliged 
humble ſervant in the world. I dare ſwear for thefe 
in particular, he never defired them to be his ad- 
mirers, nor promiſed in return to be theirs: That had 
truly been a fign he was of their acquaintance; but 
would not the malicious world have ſuſpected ſuch an 
Approbation of ſome motive worſe than ignorance, in 
the Author of the Eſſay on Criticiſm ? Be it as it will, 
the reaſons of their Admiration and of his Contempt 
are equally ſabſiſting, for his works and theirs are 
the very ſame that they were. 
One, therefore, of their aſſertions I believe may be 
true, That he has a contempt for their writings.“ 
And there is another, "AY would probably be ſooner 
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allowed by himſelf than by any good judge beſide, 
« That his own have found too much ſucceſs with 
« the Public.” But as it cannot confiſt with his mo- 
deſty to claim this as a Juſtice, it lies not on bim, 
but entirely on the — to defend its own Judg- 
ment. 

There remains what in my opinion might ſeem a 
better plea for theſe people, than any they have made 
uſe of. If Obſcurity or Poverty were to exempt a 
man from ſatire, much more ſhould Folly or Dulneſs, 
which are ſtill more involontary; nay, as much fo as 
perſonal Deformity. But even this will not help 
them: Deformity becomes an object of Ridicule when 
' a man ſets up for being handſome ; and ſo muſt Dul- 
- neſs when he ſets up for a Wit. They are not ridi- 
culed becauſe Ridicule in itſelf is, or ought to be, a 
- pleaſure z. but becauſe it is juſt to undeceive and vindi- 

- cate the honeſt and unpretending part of mankind 
from impoſition, becauſe particular intereſt ought to 
yield to general, and a great number who are not na- 
turally Fools, ought never to be made fo, in complai- 


- ſance to a few who are. Accordingly we find that in 


all ages, all vain pretenders, were they ever ſo poor 
or ever ſo dull, have been- conſtantly the topics of the 


- moſt candid ſatiriſts, from the Codrus of Juvsnar to 


the Damon of Boi LA. 

Having mentioned BoiLzav, the greateſt Poet and 
moſt judicious Critic of his age and country, admirable 
for his Talents, and yet perhaps more admirable for 
his judgment in the proper application of them; I 
cannot help remarking the reſemblance betwixt him 
and our author, in Qualities, Fame, and Fortune; in 
the . ſhewn them by their Ore. in the 
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 goneral eſteem of their Equals, and in their extended 
reputation amongſt Foreigners; in the latter of whicti 
. ours has met with the better fate, as he has had for bis 
 Trandlators perſons of the moſt eminent rank and abi- 
| Jines in their nations, But the reſem- 
blance holds in nothing more, than in their being 
Aually abuſed by the ignorant pretenders to Poetry of 
cheir times ; of which not the leaſt memory will remain 
bat in their own Writings, and in the Notes made 
upon chem. What Dorau has done in almoſt all 
his Poems, our author has only in this: I dare auſwer 
or him he will go it in no more 1 and on this priaci- 
Ple, of attacking few but who hat! flandered him, be 
could not have done it at all, bal be been (confined 
from cenſuring obſcure and worthleſs iperfons, for 
carte any other were his ent nee. Mowever, as the 
party is fo remarkable, I hope it will coatinne wo the

| Doubtleſs moſt Commentators would hence take oc- 
caſion to turn all to their Author's. advantage, and 
from the teſtimony of bis very Enemies would affirms 
That his Capacity was boundleſs, as well as his Ima- 
gination ; that he was a perfect maſter of all Styles, 
and all Arguments; and that there was in thoſe times 
no other Writer, in any kind, of any degree of ex- 
cellence, ſave he himſelf, But as this is not our own 
ſentiment, we ſhall determine on nothing; but leave 
thee, gentle reader, to ſteer thy judgment equally be- 
tween various opinions, and to chuſe whether thou 
wilt incline to the Teſtimonies of Authors avowed, or 
of Authors concealed ; 4 ar of 
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HIS poem, as it celebrateth the moſt grave and 
ancient of things, Chaos, Night, and Dulneſs; 
ſo is it of the moſt grave and ancient kind. Homer 
(faith Ariftotle) was the firſt who gave the Form, and 
(faith Horace) who adapted the Meaſure, to heroic 
poeſy. But even' before this, may be rationally pre- 
ſumed from what the Ancients have left written, was 
a piece by Homer compoſed, of like nature and matter 
with this of our Poet, For of Epic fort it appeareth 
to have been, yet of matter ſurely not unpleaſant- 
witneſs what is reported of it by the learned archbiſhop 
Euſtathius, i in Odyfl. x. And accordingly Ariſtotle, 
in his Poetics, chap, iv. doth further ſet forth, that as 
the Iliad and Odyſſey gave example to Tragedy, ſo did 
this poem to Comedy its firſt idea. 

From theſe authors alſo it ſhould ſeem, that the 
Hero, or chief perſonage of it was no leſs obſeure, and 
his underſtanding and ſentiments no lefs quaint and 
ſtrange (if indeed not more ſo) than any of the actors 
of our poem, MarciTEs was the name of this per- 
ſonage, whom Antiquity recordeth to have been Dunce 
the fir; and ſurely from what we hear of him, not 
unworthy to be the root of ſo ſpreading a tree, and fo 
numerous a poſterity, The poem therefore celebrating 
him was properly and abſolutely a Dunciad; which 
though now unhappily loſt, yet is its nature ſufficiently 
known by the infallible tokens aforeſaid. And thus 
It doth appear, that the firſt Dunciad was the firſt

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Epic poem, written by Homer himſelf, 1 anterior 
even to the Iliad or Odyſſey. 

Now, foraſmuch as our poet hath asse thoſe two - 
famous works of Homer which are yet left, he did con- 
ceive it in ſome ſort his duty to imitate that alſo which 
was loſt : and was therefore induced to beſtow on it the 
ſame form which Homer's is reported to have had, 
namely that of Epic poem; with a title alſo framed 
after the ancient FO manor, to with eine of Dim:

We ſhall next defcribe the occaſion tad area 
which moved our poet to this particular work. He 
hved in thoſe days, when (after Providence had per» 
mitted the invention of Printing as a ſcourge for the 
fins of the learned) Paper alſo became fo cheap, and 
Printers ſo numerous, that a deluge of authors covered 
the land: Whereby not only the Peace of the honeſt” 
unwriting ſubject was daily moleſted, but unmereiful 
demands were made of his applauſe, yea of his money, 
by ſuch as would neither earn the one, nor deſerve the 
other. At the ſame time, the licence of the Preſs was 
ſuch, that it grew dangerous to refuſe them either: 
for they would forthwith publiſh ſlanders unpuniſhed, 
the authors being anonymous, and ſculking under the | 
wings of publiſhers, ſet of men who neither ſcropled 
to vend either Calumny or rern, az long as the 
Town would call far it. 3 
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Now . our author, living in thoſe times, did conceive 
it an endeavour well worthy an honeſt Satiriſt, to diſ. 
made the doll, and puniſh the wicked, the only. way that 
was left, In that public-ſfirited view he laid the plan 
of this poem, as the greateſt ſervice he was capable 
(without much hurt, or being ſlain) to render his dear 
Country. Furſt, taking things from their original, he 
conſidereth the cauſes creative of ſuch Authors, namely 
Dulneſs and Peverty ; the one born with them, the 
other contrafted by negle& of their proper talents, 
#hrough ſelf-conceit of greater abilities. This truth he 
wrappeth in an A/legory Þ (as the conſtruction of Epie 
poeſy requireth) and feigns that one of theſe Goddeſſes 
had taken ap her. abode with the other, and that they 

He 
Proceedeth to ſhew the qualities they beſtow on theſe 
authors, and the gets they produce: then the mate” 
rials, or flock, with which 7 furniſh them; and 
above all) that F opinion f which cauſeth it to ſeem 
to themſelves vaſtly greater than i it is, and is the prime 
motiye of their ſetting. up in this ſad and ſorry mer- 
chandiſe. The great power of theſe Gods eſſes acting 
in alliance (whereof as the one is the mother of Induſ- 
try, ſo is the other of Plodding) was to be exemplified 
in ſome one great and remarkable Aion : And none 
could be more ſo than that which our poet hath cho- 
ſen; wiz. the reſtoration of the reign of Chaos and 
Night, by the miniſtry of Dulneſs their daughter, in 
the removal of her imperial ſeat from the City to the 
polite World ; as the Action of the Zneid is the reſto- 
ration of the empire of Troy, by the removal of the

And the third book, if wel] 
conldered, ' ſeemeth to embrace the whole world. 
Each of the Games relateth to ſome or other vile claſs 
of writers: The firſt concerneth the Plagiary, to whom 
he giveth the name of Moore; the ſecond the libellous 
Noveliſt, whom he flyleth Eliza; the third, the Flat - 
tering Dedicator ; the fourth, the bawling Critic, or 
noiſy Poet ; the fifth, thedark and dirty Party-writer ; 
and ſo of the reſt :, aſſiguing to each _ proper i an. 
or other, ſuch as be could find. 

As for the Characters, the public hath e ac- 
knowledged how juſtly they are drawn: The manners 
are ſo depicted, and the ſentiment fo peculiar to thoſe 
to whom applied, that ſurely to transfer them to any

other than have been ſanctiſied by ancient and claſſical 


Authority (though, as was the manner of thoſe good 


times, not ſo curiouſly wrapped up) yea, and com- 


mented upon by the moſt grave Doctors, and approved 


As it beareth the name of Epic, it is thereby ſub- 
jected to ſuch ſevere indiſpenſible rules as are laid on 
all Neoterics, a ſtrict imitation of the Ancients; inſo- 
much that any deviation, accompanied with whatever 
Poetic beauties, hath always been cenfured by the 
ſound Critic, How exact that limitation hath been in 
this piece, appeareth not cnly by its general ſtruc- 
ture, but by particular alluſions infinite, many where- 
of have eſcaped both the commentator and poet him- 
ſelf; yea divers by his exceeding diligence are ſo al- 
tered and interwoven with the reft, that ſeveral have 
already been, and more will be, by the ignorant ab- 
uſed, as altogether and originally his on. 3. 

In a word, the whole poem proveth itſelf to be the 
work of our Author when his faculties were in ſull vi- 


gour and perfection; at that exact time when years

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have ripened the Judgment, without diminiſhing the 
Imagination: which, by good Critics, is held to be 
punctually at forty, For at that ſeaſon it was that 
Virgil finiſhed his Georgics ; and Sir Richard Black- 
more at the like age compoſing his Arthurs, declared 
the ſame to'be the very Acme and pitch of life for Epic 
poely : Though fince-he hath altered it to „ty, the 
year in which he publiſhed his Alfred *, True it is, 
that the talents for Critici/m, namely ſmartneſs, quick 
cenſure, vivacity of remark, certainty of aſſeveration, 
indeed all but acerbity, ſeem rather the gifts of Youth 
than of riper Age: But it is far otherwiſe in Poetry ; 
witneſs the works of Mr, Rymer and Mr, Dennis, who 
beginning with Criticiſm, became afterwards ſuch 
Poets as no age hath paralleled. With good reaſon 
therefore did our author chuſe to write his Eſſay on 
that ſubjeR at twenty, and reſerve for his maturer years 
this great and wonderful work of the Dunciad.

ted. Bat when he cometh to ſpeak of the Perſon of the 
Horo fitted for ſuch Poem, in truth he miſerably halts 
and hallucinates. For, miſled by one Monſieur Boſſu, 
a Gallic critic, he prateth of I cannot tell what Phan- 
tom of a Hero, only raiſed up to ſupport the Fable. A 
putid conceit! As if Homer and Virgil, like modern 
Undertakers, who firſt build their houſe and then ſeek 
- out for a tenant, had contrived the ſtory of a War and 
a Wandering, before they once thought either of 
Achilles or Aneas. We ſhall therefore ſet our good 
brother and the world alſo right in this particular, by 
aſſuring them, that, in the greater Epic, the prime in- 
tention of the Muſe is to exalt Heroic Virtue, in order 
to propagate the love of it among the children of men; 
and conſequently that the Poet's firſt thought muſt needs 
be turned upon a real ſubje& meet for laud and celebra - 
tion; not one whom he is to make, but one whom he 
may find, truly illuſtrious. This is the primum mobile 
of his poetic world, whence every thing is to receive life 
and motion, For, this ſubject beigg found, he is im- 
mediately ordained, or rather acknowledged, an Hero,

homme *: but it never admitted of any doubt, but that 
the: Hero of the litil Epic ſhould be juſt the contrary. 
Hence, to the advantage of our Dunciad, we may ob- 
ſerve; how much juſter the Moral of that Poem muſt needs 
be, where ſo im portant a queſtion is previouſly decided. 
Zut then it is not every Knave, nor (let me add) 
every Fool, chat is a fit ſubje ſor a Dunciad. There 
muſt ſtill exiſt ſome. Analogy, if not Reſemblanet of 
Qualities between the Heroes of the two Poems; and 
this in order to admit what Neoteric critics call the 
Parody, one of the Jivelieſt graces of the little Epic.

This being ſettled, come we now to nerticalare; * 
is the character of true i/aem, to ſeek its chief ſup- 
port and confidence within itſelf; and to place that ſup- 
port in the reſources which proceed from a conſcious 
rectitude of Will.— And are the advantages of Yamty,: 
when ariſing to the heroic ſtandard, at all ſhort of this 
ſelf-complacence? Nay, are they not, in the opinion of 
the enamoured owner, far beyond it? Let the world 
« (will ſuch an one ſay) impute to me what folly or 
« weakneſs they pleaſe; but till F;/aom can give me 
« ſomething that will make me more heartily bappy, 
I am content to be GazzD ar ®*,” This, we ſee, is 
Vanity according to the heroic gage or meaſure ; not that 
low and ignoble ſpecies which pretendeth to Yirexes 
we have not; but the laudable ambition of being gazed 
at for glorying in thoſe Yices, which every body knows 
abe have.

In ſhort, there is.no 
ſort of Vanity ſuch a Hero would ſcruple, but that

Brawery, the ſecond attribute of the true Hero, is 
Courage manifeſting itſelf in every limb; while its 
correſpondent Virtue in the mock Hero, is, that ſame 
Courage all collected into the Face. And as Power, 
when drawn together, muſt needs have more force and 
ſpirit than when diſperſed, we generally find this kind 
of courage in lo high and heroic. a degree, that i it in- 
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| ſalts not only Men, but Gods, .Mezentius'is, without 
doubt, the braveſt character in all the Æneis: But how? 
His bravery, we know, was un' high courage of blaſ- 
phemy.

O. fiblime is not ſimply an ere& face, but a Brazen 
Head; as ſhould ſeem by his preferring it to one of 
Iron, faid to belong to the late king of Sweden k? 

But whatever perſonal qualities a Hero may have, 
the examples of Achilles and Eneas ſhew us, that all 
thoſe are of ſmall avail, without the conſtant afifance 
of the Gods: for the ſubverſion and erection of Em- 
pires have never been adjudged the work of Man, 
How greatly ſoever then we may eſteem of his high 
talents, we can hardly conceive his perſonal proweſs 
alone ſufficient to reſtore the decayed empire of Dul- 
neſs. So weighty an atchievement muſt require the 
particular favour and protection of the GxzAT ; who 
being the natural patrons and ſupporters of Letters, 
as the ancient Gods were of Trey, mult firſt be drawn 
.off and engaged in another Intereſt, before the total 
ſubverſion of them can be accompliſhed; To fur- 
mount, therefore, this laſt and greateſt difficulty, we 
have, in this excellent man, a profeſſed Favourite and 
Iatimado of the Great. And look, of what force an- 
cient Piety was to draw the Gods into the party of 
- ZEneas, that, and much ſtronger is modern incenſe, to 
engage the Great in the party of Dalneſs, 
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Thus have we eſſayed to pourtray or ſhadow out this 
noble Imp of Fame. But now the impatient reader 
will be apt to ſay, If ſo many and various graces go 
to the making up a Hero, what mortal ſhall ſuffice to 
bear his character?

But be it (the punctilious Laws of Epic Poeſy ſo re- 
quiring) that a Hero of more than mortal birth muſt 
needs be had: Even for this we have a remedy, We 
can eaſily derive our Hero's Pedigree from a Goddeſs 
of no ſmall power and authority amongſt men; and 
legitimate and inftall him after the right claſſical and 
authentic faſhion : For, like as the ancient Sages 
found a Son of Mars ia a mighty Warrior; a Son of 
Naptune in a fkilful Seaman; a Son of Phœbus in a 
harmonious Poet; ſo have we here, if need be, a Son of 
FyrturE in an artful Gamefer, And who fitter than 
the Offspring of Chance, to aſſiſt in — the Empire 
of Night and Chaos Fo.

This is ſurely a flip in the learned author of the foregoing note; 
there having been fince produced by an accurate Antiquary, an 
Autograph of Shakſpeare himſelf, whereby it appears that he ſpelled 
his own name without the firſt c. And upon this authority it was, 
that thoſe moſt Critical Curators of his Monument in Welkminſter 
Abbey eraſed the former wrong reading, and reſtored the true ſpell- 
ing on a new piece of old /Egyptian Granite. Nor for this only 
do they deſerve our thanks, but for exhibiting on the ſame Monu- 
ment the firſt Specimen of an Edition of an author in Marbic; 
where (as may be ſeen on comparing the Tomb with the Book) 
in the ſpace of five lines, two Words and a whole Verſe are chang- 
ed, and it is to be hoped will there ſtand, and outlaſt whatever 
hath been bitherto done in Paper; as for the future, our learned 
Sifter „ ic (the other Eye of England) is taking care to per- 
pertuate a Total new Shake at the Clarendon preſs. Bzn TL. 
It is to be noted, that this great Critic alſo has omitted one cir- 
cumſtance; which is, that the Inſcription with the Name of 
Shakeſpear was intended to be placed on the Marble Scroll to which 
he points with bis hand; inſtead of which it is now, placed behind 
His back, and that Specimen of an Edition is put on the Scroll,
